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Note on 3(a): 

In regards to the 101 rejections, the rejection was maintained for the same reason, no tangible result, and was therefore proper. 

As per claim 1 and all claims that depend therefrom, it is respectfully submitted that Arora does teach the claim. Applicant argues that 
Arora fails to disclose establishment of an extensible lists of attributes and assigning a priority weight to each attribute in the list, however 
Aurora teaches subsets consist of "one or more" attributes or values or attribute values, as shown on pages 4-5 of the Final Action sent 
6/29/2006. . 

As per claim 12 and all claims that depend therefrom, Applicant argues that Arora fails to disclose an extensible table of attributes, a table 
of values of said attributes, and multiple sets of one or more values designating subsets. Arora does in fact teach one attribute, which 
meets the requirements of a subset in all, cases and therefore meets the requirements of the claim. In this case the total score as taught 
by Arora is in fact the same as the associated priority sum and can be compared to one another, as shown on pages 6-7 of the Final 
Action sent 6/29/2006. 

As per claims 15 and 17-32, the amendments to the independent claims necessitate a new search and/or consideration. 
Therefore the amendments will not be entered. 
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
